Ve conducted the Investigation at the Texas School Book Depositor? 
Building on Kovenber ??, 1963, inmediately after the President was ehot 
and after *e had found the location where Se "arrey Oswald had done the 
*ooting from and left three empty cartridge cases on ite floor and the 
rifle had been found partially hidden under sooe boxes near the back 
stairway. Tfiese pieces of evidence were protected until the Crime Lab 
could pet pictures and mske a aearch for fingerprints. After U. Day, 
of the Cri»e Lab, had finished hds work with the rifle, I picked it up 
and found that it bad a cartridge in the chanber, which I ejected. About 
this tine sore officer came to we and told ms that Kr. Hoy S. Truly 
wanted to see »e, es one of his men had left the building. I had talked 
to Wr. Truly weviously, and at that ti»e he thought everyone was ac- 
counted for who worked in the building. Hr.Truly then came with another 
officer and told w> that a Lge ^tryey Oawald hsd left the building. I 
a*ed if he had an address where this man lived, and he told me that he 
did, that it was in Irving at 2515 W. 5th i*treet. 

I then left the rest of the search of the building with Chief 
Lonpkin and other officers who were there and told Dets. E. H. Si«s and 
E. L. Boyd to accompany ne to the City Hall wh«re we could sake a quick check 
for police record and anf other Infomation of value, and we would then go 
to Irving, Texas, in an effort to apprehend this nan. While I was in the 
building, I was told that Officer J. ^. Tippit had been shot in Oak Cliff. 
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Tig* ? 

Iw«edl»tely tfter ^ re«che<' my office, I aAed ttie officers who hsd brought 
In « crleoner froir the Tipolt shooting tAio the «an »aB vho shot the officer. 
T*-ey told me his name was I^e i'arTey Oswald, and I replied that that ■ne 
our suspect In the '^resident's W.ll'^ng. I Instructed the officers to hring 
this nan into the office after talking to the officers for a few aiiiiiites 
in the presence of Officers R. K. Sins and E. L. Boyd of the Hondclde Bureau 
and possibly some Secret Sendee Bsn. Just as I had started questioning 
this man, I receiTOd a call from Oordon "chsnklln, Agent in Ch?rge of the 
FBI office here In Dallas, who asked oe to let him talk to Jim Bookhout, 
one of his agents. He told Kr. Booaiout «iat he would Uke for James T. 
Hosty to sit In on this interview as he knew atout these people and had 
»>een InTOstigating tham before. I Inylted Kr. Bookhout and Mr. Hosty in 
to help with the Interrtew. 

After some questions about this man's full name I asked him If he 
worked for the Texas School Book Depository, and he told me he did. I 
asked Mm »*lch floor he worked on, and he said nsuaUy on the aecond 
floor but sotnetines his work took him to all the different floors. I a*- 
, ad hi» what part of the building he was in at the time the ^resident was 
shot, snd he said thst he was havin? his lunch about that time on the first 
floor. Hr. Truly hsd told me that one of t^'e poUce officers had stopped 
this man Immediately after the diooting somewhere 'near the back stairway, 
so I asked Oswald where he waa when the police officer stopped him. He 
said he was on the second floor drinking, a coca cola when the officer came 
in. I asked him why he left the building, and he said there was »o much 
excitement he dldn' t think there would be any more work done that day, and 
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that as this company wasn't particular aVout their hours, that they did not . 
punch a clock, and that he «iought it would be just as well that he l«ft for 
the rest of the afternoon. I asked him if he owned a rifle, and he said 
that he did not. He said that he had seen one at the building a few daya 
ago, and that Mr. Truly and soise of the employees were looking at it. I 
asked him where he went to when he left work, and he told me that he bad 
a room on 1026 Horth Beckley, that he we-^t oyer there and changed his trousers 
and got his pistol and went to the picture show. I asked hipi why he carried 
his pistol, and he remarked, «Tou know how boys do when they have a gun, they 
.lust carry it." 

Mr. Hosty asked Oswald if he had been in Russia. He told him, "Tes, 
be had been In Tfussia three years." He asked hlir If be had written to 
the Russian Enbassy, and he said he had. This man became Tery upset and 
arrogant with Agent Hosty when be questioned biis and accused hiia of accos- 
ting his wife two different tiiaBS. When Agent Hosty attempted to talk to 
-thi's nan, he would hit his fist on the desk. I asked Oswald what be Beant 
by aceostong his wife when he was talking to Kr. Hosty. He said Kr. Hosty 
Bdstreatod his wife two different times when he talked with her, practically 
accosted her. Kr. Hosty also eiiked Oswald if be had been to Kexieo City, 
which he denied. During this intendew he told »e that he had gone to 
school in New Tork and In Fort Vorth, Texas, that after going into the 
Marines, finished his high school education. I asked him if he won any 
medals for rifle shooting in the Marines. He said he wen the usual nedals. 

I asked him what his political beliefs were, and he said he had none 
but that he belonged to the Fair Play for Cuba Committee and told me that 
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they h.<? hsedquarters In »ev Tort and that be had been Secretary for thia 
organlMUon In New "rleans when he Ured there. He also eald that be aup- 
porta the Crtro ReTolntion. One of the officer, had told >e that he bad 
rented the room on Beckley under the name of ^. t. i«e. I J'sVed hln why 
he did this. He eald the landlady did It. She didn't understand hi» 
name correctly. 

Oswald asVed If he v»s allowed an attorney and I told hln he could 
haye any attorney he liked, and that the telephone would be available to M» 
up in the jail and he could call anyoT>e he wished. I believe it was dur- 
Ing. thiB interview that he T.rst expressed a desire to talk to Mr. Abt, an 
attorney in New *orit. Interview; on this dsy were interrupted by ahowups 
where witnesse!" identified Oawald poaitively as the lan who killed Officer 
Ti-pit, and the tine thst I would have to talk to another witness or to 
aone of the officers. One of these ■howups was held at Li35 rm and the 
next one at 6t30 w- 7!?? P«. 7.05 pn I slpned a conplalnt be- 

fore Bill Alexander of the Mrtrict Attorney's office, charging Oawald -rtth 
the Tlppit Mrder. At 7:10 pi» Tippit «« «Pr«igned before Judge ^ohnston. 
During the second day interviews I asked Oswald about a card that he had in 
his purse shoving that he belonged to the Fair Play for Cuba Coanittee, ifclch 
he admitted was his. I asked hin about another Identification card in his 
pocket bearing the name of Alex Uldell. He said he picked up that naae 
in Hew Orleans while working in the Fair Flay for Cuba organiiaUon. He 
said he spoke Pussian, that he corresponded with people in Russia, and that 
he received newspapers fron Hussia.

I ^owed the rifle to *»arina Owald, and she could not positlwly 
identify it, but said that it looked like the rifle that her husband had 
and that he had been keeping it in the garage at ^s. Faine'e ho» to 
Trying. After this, I questioned Oswald further about the rifle, but be 
denied ovniiig a rifle at aU, and said ftat he did have a B»all rifle 
some years pa=t. I asked hi= if be o«>ed a rifle in Russia, and he Mid, 
•lou know you can't buy a rifle in Russia, you can only buy ^otpuns.* 
"I had a shotgun in Russia and hunted eonie vhile there." Karina Oswlad 
had told i>e that she thought her husband sight hsTe brought the rifle 
fren Hev Orleans, vMcV he denied. He told ae that he h«d aone things 
stored in a parage at Hrs. Paine' s ho«. in Irving and teat he had a feir 
personal effects at his rooa on Peekley. I instructed the officers to 
■ake a thorough aearch of both of these plaoas. 

After rerieving all of the eridence tertaining to the kiUing 
of President Kennedy before *^strict Attorney Henry *iade and his assis- 
tant. Bill Alexander, and Jin AUon, fonaer First Assistant District 
Attorney of Dallas County, I signed a complaint before tfje District 
Attorney charging Oswald with the amrder of I'reaident *ennedy. This «a*

„j|9^KoYeinber 23 »t 10:25 *H Oswald was brought rK» the jaU far 
inCe^rtew. Present «.t this tlos FBI agent Jim Bookhout, Porrest 
SorreU-s, special agent and in charge of Secret Service, United States 
Karshali Robert Sash, ^ Ho.4cide officers. During this interview I 
talked to Oswald abcutfes'^^ the building, and he told « he 

left by bus and rode to a stop near hoine and walked on to his house. 
«t the time of Oswald's arrest he had a bus transfer in his pocket. 
He adndtted this was given to him by the bus driver when he rode the 
bus after leaving the tailding. 

One of the olficers had told me that a cab driver, William Wayne 
Vihaley, thought he had recognised Oswald's picture as the man who had 
gotten in his cab near the bus station and rode to Beckley Avenue. 1 
asked Oswald if he had ridden a cab on that day, and he said, "les, I 
did ride in the cab. The bos I got on near idiere I -work got Into 
heavy traffic and was traveling too slow, and I got off and eau^t a 
cab." I asked him about his conversation with the cab driver, end he 
said he remembered that when he got in the cab a lady eane up who also 
wanted a cab, and he told Oswald to teU the lady to -take another eab". 

We found from the investigation the day before that when Oswald 
left home, he was carrying a long package. He usually went to see his 
wife of week ends, but this time he had gone on Thursday ni^t. 1 
asked him if he had told BueU. Wesley FraEier why he had gone hone a 
different ni^t, and if he had told him anj-thing about bringing back 
some curtain rods. He denied it. 

During this conversation he told me he reached his home cab 
and changed both his shirt and trousers before going to the show. He 
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. Bidd his cab r.« ho^ 85 cents. V^en asked »hat he 6U vlth hi. 
clothing, he took off vhen he got ho,^, be said he piit the,, in the dirty 
clothes. In talking vith hi,, further ahout his location at the time the 
P„eid«,t vas killed, ^e said he at. lunch vith eo»e of the colored boy. vho 
vorked «itv. hi- C^e of the™ «as called "Junior" and the other one v.s 
a Mttle Bhott «.n vho« na™ he did not knov. Fe said he had a chees. 
«andvich ,nd nor^ frnlt and that vs. the only packspe he had brought with 
hi« to work and denied that he hnd trcupht the lonp package described by 
?»r. "Yailer and his sister. 

I asked hlin vhy Ve lived in a rcoB. vHle Ms rife Uved in Irving. 
H, said Krs. Paine, the lady his vife lived «ith, *s6 learning Bussian, 
that his vife needed help vith tbe yowip baby, and that it made a nice 
arranrenent for both of then. He said he didn't kno« Kr. ^-aine very ' I 
veU, tut Kr. ^aine and his xife, he thought, vere separated a great deal 
of the tl-e. He said he owned no ear, hut ttat the Painee have two <!ars, 
anc- told that in the garage at the ^aine'e home he had so^e sea bags that 
had a lot of Vis perBcnal bolongings, thrt he had left them there after 
cowinp back from Hev ^'rleans in -«ptei»ber. 

T.e said he had a brother. Pohert, Vho lived in Fort ''orth. "We 
later found that this brother lived in Penton. He .aid t».e Sines «ere 
close friends of his. 

T ,8ked hlF: if he belonged to the Communist *arty, but he said 
that he had never had a card, hut repeated that he belonged to the Fair 
Flay for Cuba organization, and he said that he belonged to the A»ericB> 
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Oi^Ub.rtl«. Onioned paid $5.00 I wk-d him .g^ -V »» 

carried th.pi.tol to the He refueed to anewer queetion. .hout 

the pietol. He did teU ». however, that he h«l bought it .e«ral 
BonthB before in Fort Korth, Texae. 

I not«l th-t in queetionii* him that he did awwer rery quieldy, 
and I aeked him if he had ever been queetioned before, and he told m 
that he had. He vas questioned one tiM for a long time by the IBI 
after he had return*! froa Russia. He .aid they ueed different method., 
they tried the hard and .oft, «id the buddy method, and «id he vae vmt 
fBBiliar with interrogation. He reminded me that he did oot hare to 
«i«,er any qaeetion. at .31 until he t*lied to hi. attoraey. a«l I 
told him again that he eould have «i attorney any tla. he ^AMbma.. 
He .aid he didn't have aoney to pay for a phone eall to Hr. ibt. I 
told him to sail "eollectS if he llJted, to use the jail phone or that 
he eould have another attorney if he iriahed. He .aid he didn't «nt 
another attorney, |e wanted tc talk to thi. attorney firet. I beUeve 
he made thi. eaU later as he thanked me Uter during one of oar later- 
viewB for allo*dng him the use of the telephone. I «q>Uliied to him 
that all ppi.oners were alloired to u«i the telephone. I aatod him why 
he WMited Kr. Abt, inrtead of K>ne available attorney. He told me he 
didn't know Kr. Abt personally, but that he was f«silUr with a Mae 
where «r. Abt defei*d 80ii>e people for a riolation of the Smith Aet, 
and that if he didn't get to. Abt. that he felt sure the AmericKi Civil 
Uberties Onion would fumiah him a lawyer. He eqplained to me that 
thi. org«ni»atlon helped people who needed attorney, and weren't able 
to get them. 
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Vhile m ^■rle».s. he lived at b907 KaM.m. Str.et .nd .t on. 
ti™ vorVed for tve Villi.. Mley Co-p.ny .e.r th.t .adre.s. Vher, 
•bout vr.rio.. .rr.irt., he told »e th.t he hed h.d . little tro..l. 
•Mle »orVl„» vlth the TMr Flay for C«h. Co™»ittee and had a fight with 
«,™e antl^aatro people. He also told .e of a debate on so™, radio 
atatlon in Kev "rleana ,.here he debated vith feoae antl-Ca.tro peopl*. 

I asked hl» vhat he thought of ^reaident liennedy and his faBily, 
.„d he aaid be dldn^t have any -le-. on tte Pr.aid.nt. He -aid. "I like 
the President's f««ilyTery«n. I have my ovn viev. abont national 
policies." I asked hii. about a polygraph tert. He told »e he had re- 
fu«,d a polygraph teat the FBI. and he oertainly vovOdn't take one 
,t this tl«,. Both Hr. Bookhont, of the TBI, and Mr. Kelley. and the 
«ar«hall a.ked Oswald .o»e questions during this inter^e.^^ 

0»«ia «s placed back in Jail at 11:33 p^. AtOa^a^ Oswald , 
»s» brourht to the office for another interrlev with Inspector Kelley aid 
,o». of the other officers and ayself. 1 talked to Oswald about the 
different places he h«d li^d in Ballas in an effort to find where he was 
Hvlng when the picture was »de of him holding a rifle which looked to 
be tv. s,™, Tifle we had recorerad. This picture rt,owed to be taken 
near a stairway *lth «ny idenUfying things in the back yard. H, told 
Be about one of the places where be had Uted. 

Kr. Falne had told Be about where Oswald li^d on Beely Street. 
Oswald was Tery erasiTe about this location. Ve found later that this 
was the place where the picture «s »ade. I again asked hi» about his property 
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«d «h.r. hiB thing, -ight b. k.pt, ««1 h. told o. .boat the things at 
Hr.. Paii-'s P.aidene« and a few things on Backley. H. «u vltM

At 6lO0 PK I instruct«l the ofricers to bring Oswald back into ^^'^ 
the office, and in the presence of Jim BooJihout, H<«idcide officers, 
and Inspector KeUey, of the Secret Service, I show«i Oswald an en- 
Urged picture of him holding a rifle and wearing a pistol. This 
picture had been enlarged by oar Criae Ub from a picture found in 
the garage at Krs.

This MP had aoBe markings on it, one of «fclch waa about where the i'resldent 
vas ehot. He eaid «iat the Bap had nothing to do with the * resident' • 
footing and sBaln, as be had one in the pre'jiouB interriews, denied knon- 
inR anything of the ehootlnp of the ^resident, or of the shooUng of 
Officer Tlppit. He said the amp had been need to locate buildings where 
he hRd pone to talk tc, people abont "^I'T*""*?^^;^,^^,,/^^ 

During thl? InterTlev Inspector KeloS^'asVed Oa«ald ftout hla rellgl- 
o«a Tie*!., end he replied tt-at he didn't etrree irtth all the philosophies on 
reUrlon. Be »eer»d eTaaive vlth Inspector SUey abo«t hov he felt about 
T«liH.on, and I asked hl« If he balleved in a riety. He was evasive and 
didn't answer this question. 

SoBeone of the Federal officers asked OsBeld If he thoupht Cuba 
would be better off since the 'resident was assassinated. lo this he replied 
that he felt that since the J>reaident was killed that aomeone else would 
take his piece, perheps Tice-President Johnson, and that hAs Tiewa would 
probably be largely the Mne as those of Tresident J^enaedy. 

I apain a*od hin about the gun and about the picture of him 
holding a similar rifle, and at that tine he again posiUvely 
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d«il*i having «ny kncwledee of the picture or the rine end denied 
that he had erer Uwd ca Keelj Street, end *hen I tcld hiis that 
frlende 1*0 Tlslted him there eeld thtt he U'^ed there, he .aid 
teey -ere Bi.taken about vialtiiig him there, because h» had never 
lived there. 

DuriRE thla Interview 0«fald etld he «to a fSarxist, but not a 
LEtdniet iianciet, and repeat«l thia t«o three tiBes. He said 
that tee etation that he had debated on in kew Crlev» waa Bill 
Stake; 's program. He denied aaalii knowing a A. Hidell in Kew Orleans, 
and again reiterated hie belief in Fair Play for Oaba and for what the 

Caraaittee etood for. 

Ifter a<ae queatloning. Chief Je.se t. Curry ease to the office 
And aeked if Z was not readj' for this »sn to be trar^ferr^i. I told 
hiE we were read}- a. eoon aa the ««;urity was cccpl.te In the baseoent 
where we were to place OwUd In a car to traneler hlr. to the County 
Jail. I had objected to «ie large can*r£B obstructing the jail door, 
end the Chief esplained to ee that these had been aoved end that the 
p«>fle were aeved back acre, thb street and the caueras were well 
back In the garage. I told ti>e Oiief we wk* ready, fl. told as to 
BO ahead and Uhat be and Oief Stevenson, who was with him, would 
sKct ua at the County Jail. 

Oswald's shirt i&ich he was wearing at the tlce of arrest had 
been reooved, and sent to the Criae Lab in Washington with aU Uie 
other evidence for the conptrison tests, and he said he would liice 
to have a ehirt froa his clothing that had been brought to the
